Munday whs eininontly Repub- 
lican day in Marion. Hon. John 
W. YsrkM, th« lUpabliMn candi. 
dite for gfrnmar, addiMMd the 
people Hud ))C8ide8 Crittenden, tiie 
ooiiiities of LivinKston, Caldwell, 
Welmter ami Tnion funiished 
tiieir quota of Republicans to hear 
the ohanii|4on of their cause. Mr. 
Yerkee oamo in on the 1 o'- 
clock train, and a delegation head- 
ed by the Morguiifield lirnss band 
met him at tlie dei^jt, nml he wiis 
taiieii to the residence of Sunntor 
Deboe, and from the verandah he 
was introduced by the Senator and 
made a few remarks. He said that 
lie was proud to stand on the ve- 
randali by the aide of Kontncky's 
first Republican United States 
Senator; he said Crittenden coun- 
ty Bepublioans deaerved the Uni- 
ted Htatee Benatonbip, and that 
Senator Doboo ahould have had it 
and that lie was glad that the Sen- 
ator won the honor he eo richly 
deserved. 

The speaking took place at Hi^- 
hain's groTe, ' where a stand and 
Beats had been arransed for the oc- 
rufciioii, and at 1 o'clock the bend 
lead t!.e w ay to the ^rove. 

Mr. Yerkes was mtnxluced by 
Senator Deboe, and when Im arose 
to speak ha WU given greater ap- 
plause than at any tiniedurin^ his 
speech. His speech was alon^ the 
same lines as his tii-st at Itowlinvr 
(ireen. it was practically the ahiw 
speech. The greater portion of his 
tune was devoted to "civil liberty" 
and the Goebsl eleetion law; he 
thinks a crisis confronts iis and 
the state can saved only by the 
fcuccosB <if his ticket; lie talked 
about the contest before the legis- 
latnre, characterizing the result as 
a great orive. He deplores the 
assassination of Gov. Ooehel and 
ohiims that llie Hepublicnn party 
ii not chargeable with tliat terri- 
ble crime. 

He said that Mr. Beckham is the 
repreeentative of Gobolism, and a 
vote for him was approving the 
disfranchisement of voters. He 
paid a high tribute to Mr. Taylor, 
and said as an individual Mr. Tay- 
lor had a right to cross the ( >hio 
river. Mr. Yerkes said that he 
wonld consider it as a groas Insult 
for any man to ask him what he 
proposed to do in reference to par- 
dons in the event of his election. 
Any candidate for otlioe who would 
s«y whether he woqld pardon a 
roan or would not pardon him is 
not worthy of support. "I would 
give every application for pardon 
my careful consideration." 

Mr. Yerkes is a pleasant speak- 
er and ha mads as strong presen- 
tation of his side of the case as, 
possibly, any speaker could. 

Mr. Graham, who came adver- 
tised as a I'opnlist, followed Mr. 
Yerkes from the same stand, and 
he began by endorsing Mr. Yerkes 
speera, stauiuc he was lx)und to 
admit the tmta of that speech. He 
then proceeded to "go for" the 
Democratic party in a style that 
was highly pleasing to himself and 
his Republican auditors, and he 
stirred tba bO(fP!«p and got more 
apphrasa th«i/^ distinguished 
gentleman who p|ii(>jBeded him. Not 
one lick did he give the Republi- 
ouns, and by the wav, if he men- 
tioned the name of bib caiulidatu 
for governor, OoL Cardin, very 
few heard it. 

The crowd here Monday is vari- 
ously estimated at 2,000 to 3,500 
people. A fair estimate, we l)e- 
lieve would be 3,000. When Mr. 
Tarkes commenced speaking there 
ware 1500 to aOOO people in front 
and around him.

feet in depth, while Africa, in the 
TrHnHvnal, has one down to the 
depth of 5000 feet. At this depth 
the temperature is said to be 100 
denrees above aero. 

The deeper the shaft, the rich 
er tlic miin-ral as a rule. This 
is especially true of /inc. Ex- 
perience in mining, throughout 
the world, has deMiuustraleu the 
correctness of this theory, Hence 
we may conclude that the best 
ores have not yet been mined in ! 
the Missonri-Kansas zinc tiulds. 
and that the North Arkansas min- 
eral deposits already reached, 
though notoriously rich, are but 
as tailings compared to the mnoh 
finer ores, which deeper mining 
will surely uncover. Except on 
this principle, mining in other 
countries could never have Iwen 
pushed to so great a depth. — North 
Arkonsos Mining Review. 

No Stock Law.

To Prevent Illegal Voting. 

Col. David R. Murray, of Breck- 
inridge county, has prepared an 
amendment to the election law to 
\ie offered in one of the branches 
which, he thinks, will, to a great 
extent, prevent illegal voting He 
proposes a form of written oath to 
1)6 kept in each voting precinct, to 
1)6 taken and subscrilMjd to l)y the 
person desiring to vote whoso vote 
has l)een challenged by the rep- 
resentatives of either party. At 
the close of the polls these signed 
oaths are to be returned to the 
County Clork with the ballot box; 
and must be turned over l>y liini 
to the granil jury at the first ses- 
sion of that Ixxiy following. The 
amendntent makes it the duty of 
that body to investigate the right 
•o vote of all persons, who have 
taken the oath and of the Com- 
monwealth's and County Attomsys 
to proeeoute!them if there is gnmnd 
therefor. The penalty prescribed 
for illegal voting is not less than 
two net more than ten years' con- 
finement in thsBtata panitantiaiy.

Sturgis. Ky . Sejif.. 10. -The 
tnost liorril ilf. and at the same 
tiiiii' the sadiicst tragedy that ever 
i stirred the little city of Sturgis 
occurred Ht about o'clock Sun- 
day eVen^iir,. while the citizens 
were at (mnrch. Two sharp re- 
ports of n revolver rung out and 
with that indoiinable sense of 
something out' of the usual order 
having lH4)pened the congregation 
one bf o^e, and then in squads, 
and later in a Iwdy — men, women 
and children forsook thoir scats 
and hurriedly jiassed out the door. 
A dark tragedy had occurred with- 
out parallel since the celebrated 
( )liver-Delaney case several years 
ago. 

A OHABTLY SCBNB. 

In the dingy room just back ofi 
the p re acription case of Dr. W. £. 
Clark's drug store aiul office there 
lay 11)0 dead iKwIy of one of I'n- 
ion county's most prominent and 
beautiful young women. Miss Cora 
Waller, of Morganiield, who had 
just e:cpired in the operating chair 
from a criiidnnl operation. On 
the Hoor, just beyond, bathed in 
his life blood, with a ^bullet in his 
brnin and one through his heart, 
still in death, lay the handsome 
form of young Thomas Holt, who 
had staod over the lifeless remains 
of ]Ms'wif('-to-iiave-l)eea and (-(xjI- 
ly and deliberately put a bullet 
t)ir«u»|^His brain end heart. 

A great crowd of people clamor- 
ed at the doors of tne little office 
for admittance, and already the 
streets were filled with buggies and 
fasliionnbie turn-oids waiting for 
the barest scrap of intelligence 
from the Coroner's jury ana phy- 
si(!ians on the inside. 

In the meantime Dr. Clark had 
Ijeen taken in charge by Constable 
Hamuiack and others and was on 
his way to the Moiganfiald jail. 

LOVBR ANNOUNCBS HIB DIATH. 

Voun^' Holt and Miss Waller 
had arrived at Stursis from Mor- 
ganiield about 8 o'clock, and it is 
supi)o8ed at <mce went to Dr. 
Clark's office, where, it is alleged, 
a criminal oijoration was alfoinpt- 
ed on Miss Waller, in the course 
of which she died. Mr. Hi T. 
Skinner, a merchant, having seen 
a light in Clark's store, started in, 
but as he. reached the door he was 
warned by a voice (that of Holt's) 
to keep out. hut learning wno he 
was Holt called Mr. Skinner back, 
and falling on his shoulders cried 
out that Miss Waller, his athanced 
lay in the chair dead. He asked 
Skinner to telephone to .'517 Mor- 
gantield, and tell Nace Waller that 
his sister Cora v as dead at Sturgis 
also telliuff him that his (Holt s) 
horse and onggy were at the rear 
of the store. 

WOMAN TO THE RESCUE. 

Mr. Skinner, thoroughly defin* 
ing his purpose, started for his 

own eslablisliment in telephone to 
Morgaufield. Ho met his wife 
there and told her that Miss Cora 
Waller was dead in the rear of Dr. 
Clark's store and to go down there 
he following shortly- afterward. 
When Mrs. Skinner arrived she 
saw Torn Holt, who told hwt thai 
Cora was deiul.

yirn. Skinner kneeled on one 
side of the dead girl and Uolt on 
the other. The latter took off his 
own and his sweetheart's rings and 
a gold pin, and handing them to 
Mrs. Bkinner rose and stej)ped to 
the rear door, where, leaning his 
head on his arm for a moment, us 
if in prayer, he drew his revolver 

and shot bimsalt through the 
heart. 

Mrs. Skinner jumped to her feet 
and triad- to wrest the smoking re- 
tblver-fifom his hands, Mr. Ssin- 
uer re-entering at the moment, but 
waviug her awsy, with tba waapop 



directed at her. Holt stepped for- 
ward to where his dead love lay, 
and, pressing a kiss on her cheek, 
placed the muzzle of the pistol iu 
his month, firing throush the base 
of his brain. He reeled forwanl 
and fell near the corpse. 

RESULT OP POST MORTBM. 

A post-mortem examination was 
held and it was the agreement that 
she had died from attempted mal- 
practice, but did not say whether 
said operation had been attempted 
by Clark or not. Both bodies were 
taken to flie home of Mrs. S. E. 
Holt, and were removed, after em- 
balming, to Morgantield, where 
l)oth will \)e buried tomorrow. 

imh'tor's statement. 

Dr. Clarke made a stale'ueul to 
your correspondent that the cou- 
ple, both of whom were unknown 
to him, reached his office alx)ut 7: 
;M> o'<'lock; that the w«jman seem- 
ed ill and fainted just after enter* 
ing tho door; that he tried to tele- 
phone for another physician to as- 
sist him in reviving her, bnt after 
having placed her in the ohair in 
the rear she expired. 

Other witnesses claim to have 
heard screams. The autopsy shows 
probably a recent attempt at an 
operation. The position oi the 
dead girl in the chair seems to 
confirm it, and it is thought, while 
there is still no direct evidence 
the circumstantial evidence will 
be strong against Clark at the ex- 
amining trial. 

TALK or LTNOBmo. 

Dr. Clark passed a restless night 
in jnil, but luckily no outbreak oc- 
curred, although it was thought at 
one time tlmt he would not see 
daylight, and another chapter of 
the horrible tragedy wonkf ba ad- 
ded. The time for the examining 
trial has not yet been set. 

Both Thomas Holt ami Miss 
Waller were among the best ele- 
ment of I nion eoantj familltf 
He was a handaoma yonng man of 
thirty, and aha was about twenty- 
five years of age. Many of the 
family of Miss Waller reached 
town at alxMit 12 o'clo<'k last night. 
The aged mother, being prostrat- 
ed, conld not come. 

Dr. Clark was taken to the Hen- 
derson jail for safe keeping, as 
there is soma danger of a moo.

"The Miller residence, where I re- 
aided, waa about three blocks from 
the gulf, and there were fully eight 
or taa feet of water ia this district 
whaa X left.

The people of Oalvestoa at first 
kept withla their housee, consequent- 
ly when the water began dashing 
against the heuaoa, completely wreck- 
ing them, many Uvea were loet.

To the people who have vie"<"("i the 
Chinese situation from a great dis- 
tance it haa aeemed that the salvation 
of the empire, and the hope of an 
bonorable peace both for China and 
the allies that hare Invadad h«r terri- 
tory when necessity oalltd tlMBt lay 
with Li Uung Chang. 

Such may be the caae, but even if 
It i* It ia iatereatinr to see the esti- 
natloB whleh on* of those same for- 
eign conaula, BoanatTtlla WUdman 
the United States coniul general at 
Bong Kong, placet upon this "grand 
old man of China." The Lothrop

Li Hnag ChsBff haa been a power la 

eastern politics for many reare, and 
he haa performed many d«lcate mis- 
sions for the CUneee goTemmtnt. It 
was Lt who had the probably unpleas- 
ant task of soothing the ruffled apir* 
its of England when Sir Thomas 
Wsde lowered the British legatloa 
flag in Peking and atarted for home 
as a protest against Chinese prevari- 
cations and delays in the settlement 
of the claims for the murder of Mr. 
Margary'of the flritish consular serv- 
ice in ISTj. Li had the task assigned 
him of making peace terms with 
France when the two eoimtj-ies were 
in trouble o'cr the annexation of 
I'ongkin by Franco. Tlie peace treaty 
was drawn, and, according to Mr. 
Wildnian it was due to the craftiness 
of Li that the treatj- was left undated, 
a fact which resulted in further 
bloodshed fof both parties. 

Mr. Wildman places much of the 
blame for the present conditions in 
China upon LI Hung Casng. In re- 
ferring to the OTerthrow of the em- 
peror Kwaag So, who wie eo ardent* 
h suggesting and directing reforms 
for his people along western idea% 
Mr. Wlldmsn ssys: 

"The literati arirued that at the rate at 
which the emr'^r'^r w.ts irolnv It mlRht h« 
expected tliat 111 woiilil ilci away with chop 
Sticks, and Inaugurate dally baths. In 
truth the royal reformer bad gona too fast 
In a few months he had managed to array 
against himself the corrupt bureaucracy, 
the peculating army, the hlde-bnund Ilti r- 
ati, and lastly, he had frightened the com- 
mon ptople.

volunteer.s in the 'I'liipiiig rebellion 
down to the breaking out of the llox- 
er troubles of this year. 

In .Mr. Wildmau's history we next 
find Li as a vieiroy proposing to the 
Chinese nierchaiita of "Shanghai the 
organization of "ilial cmt \ictorioiis 
army" under Ward and Gordon which 
eventually quelled the laipings. Of 
one of Li's acts in connection with 
•this disturbance Mr. Wildman says: 

"The rnplure of Talts.ing ami Kunshan 
opmr-l ttie way to Itie Important ilty of 
Boochow. On a promlue from Gordon that 
■mU the Uvea of tb* rebel commanders 
•oroold be spared the city capitulated. LI, 
iMwaver, paid no attention to Mf subor- 
dinate's plighted won], iinij had th>-m all 
fcomptly executed. When the report of 
^'s blood-thirsty treachery was brought 
to Oordon he was so enraged that he 
grasped a rifle and started for heariquar- 
.ters. Kl. 1kiwc\»t. did not await tJordon s 
■call, and precipitately decamped before 

mrdOB arrived I thought ot this 

epiaode In Li's checkered career as I 
talked with the famous Chlniiman one day 
In Hong-Kong, when ho was on his way 
.to Canton to act as viceroy of the Two- 
Kwangs. U had been desoanting for an 
hour upon the Injaatlee we were doing his 
ronntrymen t)y excluding them from the 
Phlllppint s. His last words to me were: 
•Tell Uen. Otis that LI Hung Chang asks 
aim to be kind to the Chinese.' I eould not 
help but smile at the pathos In his voice 
In the light of his history." 

Referring again pa Li Haog Chang 
and hia connection with Chinees di- 
plomacy. Mr. Wlldmsn says; 

"In diplomacy the oriental has always, 
la the beginning, been more than a match 
for the occidental. Metternlch or Talley- 
rand might have met LI Hung ("hang on 
equal grounds, but I doubt It. The orien- 
tal's Idea of dlplumacy Is to fool his aU- 
varsary for the time being, regardless of 
the future. The Chinaman Koes through 
life trying to fool his Cod with simple de- 
Vlcea, and to draw thu wool over the eyes 
eC hIa auperlors. There Is only one kind 
of diplomacy that either the Chinese or 
the Fllll>lno undrrstaiids, and that is brute 

foroe. 

"U ho» never shown any great ability 
gave as m 'trimmer.' To-day as viceroy of 
Canton he Is not able to suppress the piracy 
on the Wi st river, but looks to England for 
police prolei tlon for his Inland trade, and 
plays fast and loose with promises of pro- 
tection to imprlaoBed ministers and be- 
leaguered foreigners. It Is small wonder 
that for the safety of the legations shut 
up In Peking the Krltlsh government se- 
riously considered holding the crafty old 
Tioerey as hostage la Shanghai for the 
safety cC the CugiUves to reUa*." 



old empress dowager, sad her eenally

j\nd then again he says: 

"It took but a few days to undo all that 
Kwang 8u had attempted: and the Im- 
placabln old woman and her faithful man 
'Kriday' (LI Hung Chang) were speedily 
tr)!ng to make themselves bsllave thut 
tht y were living in the dsys of the Km- 

press Wu." 

When Li was relieved of his duties 
at the Peking court, snd was sent to 
Canton as the viceroy of the Two 
Kwangs, the western world under- 
stood that he had incurred the royal 
disfavor, and that the empress bnt 
took that means of "letting him down 
easy." But Mr. Wildman pats a differ- 
ent construction on this move, and 
explains It as fellows: 
I "Yet with all her asturancea and smiles 
the dowager had never forgiven Kwang 
; Bu for the shock his tw< ntleih rrntury 
I Ideas had given her. She was biding her 
time, and carefully preparing for her iMtl- 
ace coup d'etat. Early In January, ISOl. 
, Hung Chang was dispatched to Canton 
j as viceroy of the Two Kwangs— because h« 
I was loo familiarly known to the western 
roiititrl.-.s to look well as a party to an 
old-fashloncd court murder. On January 
IM. IWO. the news was Hashed from Peking 
that Kwang 8u had resigned hl.'^ crown, 
and that Put Sing, the Infant son of Prince 
Tuan, had been recognised la his plac^ 
A storm of disapproval shook the empire 
A lew days later the report was sent out 
that Kwang Su had died. . . . L,l Hung 
Chang, with his characteristic Instinct fur 
evasion, would not declare himself otie 
way or the other, and for the Instant affairs 
looked very black. Nominally the young 
emperor still sat on the dishonored throns 
of his ancestors; but everything was lieing 
done to lower his prck lice, aad to treat blm 
as a mere Intruder and usurper— a eourse 
which the empress dowager failed to par* 
celve would not relieve her from th* praa- 
sure of westtrn rivlllsatlon, but was ac- 
tually hastening the dissolution of the em> 
pire." 

Of the leaders of the liozer.trou* 
blea Mr. Wildman sayst 

"The chiefs of the present "Roxer' up- 
rising ;'ri; nothing more than disciples of 
the empress' fuvorltts. They forget, how- 
ever, that with the first taate of blood the 
mob changes from the willing tool Into a 
wild, unthinking beust. A ruler like LI 
Hung I'hang might be exincud to have 
learned the Ilrst principles of settled gov- 
ernment: but affairs have proceeded so far 
that Kwang-toB* broke late a blass of 
rebellion, and all authority was deded.' 

Truly It is a shocking contrast, this 
character with which the western 
world had endowed ite eaatara idol 
and the one which Mr. Wildmsa gives

More perfect combustion in furnaces 
is secured by Mr. Paul Schlicht by novel 
means. He h|is discovered thst on prop- 
erly iatrodneing aa air aarrent into s 
chimney, it takes a course opposite to 
that ot the hot gsses, sad Its oxygen 
reaches ths center of tha flra in a heat- 
ed condition favorable fttr completely 
uniting with the fuel. 

The Council of the American Chem- 
ical Society has passed resolutions fa- 
voring the creation of a bureau of 
chemistry. The laws of the various 
states controlling food adulteration 
are largely ineffective, because of the 
interference of interstate commerce 
laws, and can be made eiTcctive only 
through national legislation. 

Advantage is taken of different bands 
of porosity in agates to effect the col- 
oring, which is done in the case of 
black onyx by immersing the stone in 
a mixture o( honey and water where it 
remains several weeks at a high tem- 
perature. It is then boiled in sulphuric 
acid, which carbonates the sacchari- 
nous matter that has penetrated the 
stone, thus rendering certain bands an' 
intense black. Various colorstions msy 
be produced by different chemical re- 
actions. 

The printing of beoka with Bralile 
type for the beaaflt of the blind hat 
msdo immense progress ia England 
within the Isst few years. The Cen- 
tral Lending library, of Birmingham, 
has no less thsn 500 books printed with 
Braille type. This extensive library 
comprises the works of such favorite 
authors as Shakespeare, Browning, Sir 
Walter Scott, Tennyson and Ruskin. 
The Plymouth public library has also 
a similar coUfctiou of about 250 vol- 
umes, and numerou.s other librcriei 
throuifhout the country possess similar 
collections for the entertainment Of 
those deprived of their sight.

People who kaaw Cuba la tha days 
before tha Spanish war, whaa tbcfc 
waa yellow fever oa the island at all 
times of the year, and when there 
were few places there where people 
from tha north could live comfortably 
in the anmmor montha, were pleasant- 
ly snrpriaed toaeo tha members of tlu 
Eighth looking hale and robust, much 
as they would have looked after s 
camp tour at Peeksldll, and showing 
none of the si^ns of the deadliness of 
tho Cuban climate. Inquiry among the 
ofliecrs and men demonstrated that 
the l)ad climate of Cuba is, to a great 
extent, a mattij- of the past. It is just 
as warm there as it ever was, but 
many of the causes of disease have 
been removed or lessened to such an 
extsnt thut they have been rendered 
practically harmless, says tho New 
York Tribune. 

I>r. W. P. Lawrence, assistant sur- 
geon, who returned with the troopa 
said: "The improvements in the sani- 
tary conditions have produced the 
great change for the better. Drain- 
age systems and cleanlinesa have 
changed the places in Cuba to an ax- 
tent that is remarkable. In tha towa 
of Sancti Spirltus, which haa a popa- 
lation of about 1I.B0O. the death rate 
was 450 a month last year, aad aow It 
is about ao. Thatroopa enjcgrai good 
health In the place, aad we rarely had 
more than one per cant, on tha slch 
roU. Thera ara ocoaalonal yellow 
fever eaaes, bnt thay ara wgamm, and 
not epldamle, and tha 4faad of tha di» 
ease haa passed away.** 

Dr. L. 8. Bnghes, who was stationed 
at Cslbarlan, and Dr. Shelly, whose 
work was at Matansas, made similar 
reporta, bnt all agreed that the facts 
that the troops from Cuba looked well 
and that the rate of mortality is low 
do not indicate that Cuba is a desir- 
able place as a permanent residence 
for people from the north. With 
proper care and attention to the rules 
of diet and mode of life laid down by 
the army surgeons, they say, men iiiaj 
thrive in Cuba for a year or two, but 
after that tinae they will become thin 
blooded and malarial and it will be- ; 
come more diiScult for them to throw 
oft the native fevers. For that reason 
nearly all physicians advocate the sys- 
tem by which troops may be returned 
to thn north after being on the island 
12 or IS months, having their places 
taken by men fresh from a more tem- 
perate climate. 

In proof of the aaaertion that army 
methods do much to avert disease at 
the Cuban military stations, surgeons 
point to the fact that at ah the posts 
the rate of mortality among the na- 
tives is much in excess of that amotig 
the soldiera, and wherever a post has 
been esublishd the general heiUth ba> 
aomes improved.
